CHAP. XII. 


HEREAD that part of the City and 
Suburbs of Dublin, lying Noꝛthward 
of the River Liffy, commonly called 
Oxman-town, conliſts only of one Pariſh, called the 
Parilh of Saint Michan's; and by the late increaſe 
of Buildings and Inhabitants there, is become a 
Cure too great to be Diſcharged by one ſingle Mi⸗ 
niſter, and the Parochial Church there, is not large 
enough fo: the convenient accommodation of the Pa- 
riſhoners there, to hear Divine Service, and per⸗ 
kom Religious Duties in, as alſo, fo: that ſome 
art of the ſame Pariſh ipeth at too great a diſtance 
rom the Parochial Church 
Foz Remedy therefso:e of the ſaid inconventencies, 
and to the end that the Cure of the Souls of the 
nhavitants of the faid Circuit of Ground may be 
etter attended, then the ſame can be by one fingle 
perſon, and the ſaid Inhabitants be Encouraged by 
the accomodation they Will have koz the wozſhip of 
God, in publick, frequently and conſtantly co reſoꝛt 
to their ſeveral Pariſh Church, foz the due perkoꝛm⸗ 
ing their Religious Duties there. 
Be it Enacted by the King's Poſt Excellent Ma- 
eſty, by, and with the Advice and Conſenc of the 
02ds Spiritual and Tempozal, and Commons in 
* preſent Parliament Allembled and by the Au⸗ 
thozity of the ſame, that the lald Pariſh of Daint 
chant

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Michan's ſhall from the Twentieth Day of Novem- 
ber next, which will be in this preſent Pear of Our 
Toꝛd One Thouſand Six Hundꝛed Ninety Seaven, 
be Divided into three ſeveral Pariſhes, and the ſaid 
Precinct, oꝛ Compaſs of Ground, of which the ſame 
doth now conſiſt, ſhall from the ſaid Twenticth Day 
of November next, foz ever hereafter, be thre ſeveral 
Pariſhes, to be divided, ſeparated, and diſtinguiſhed 
as is herein-after mentioned, and be called by the 
Names of the New Pa: ilh of Saint Michan's, the 
Parilh of Saint Mary, and the Pariſh of Saint paul; 
accoꝛding to ſuch their Diviſion and Diſcription af⸗ 
ter⸗ mentioned, each of which, ſhall be ſeparate, and 
independant from the other, and ſhall cach of 

by themſelves have all Parochial Rights andPrivi- 
ledges.as ſeparate & diſtinct Pariſhes: And that there 
ſhall be foꝛ each of them a ſeveral Parochial Church, 
and a Reco2, 02 Miniſter ſeveral and independant 
from the other, and conſtant and perpetual ſuccefd- 
ing Rectos, oꝛ Miniſters there fo: ever, who ſhall 
each of them reſpectively have Cure of Souls in the 
ſaid reſpective, Parilhes, and have, enjoy, and re⸗ 
ceive from the Inhabitants of their ſaid reſpecive 
Pariſhes, all ſuch Tythes, Oblations, Obventions, 
Miniſters Money, Moꝛtuaries, Eaſter Boks, and 
other Duties, Bates, Afleflments, o2 Tarations, 
as Ariſe, Grow, oz Renew within the laid re⸗ 
ſpective Pariſhes, and are due, and of right onght 
to be paid to the Recto2s 02 Miniſters of ſuch Paͤ⸗ 
riſhes: And that there ſhall be foz each of the ſaid 
Pariſhes, Church-wardens, a Pariſh Clerk, and o- 
ther uſual Parilh Officers in ſucceſſion foꝛ ever, who 
ſhall perfozm the ſeveral and relpec ve Pariſh 'Dy= 
fies belonging to their reſpective Offices, and have 
and receive the ſeveral and reſpective Profits, Bene⸗ 
fits, Priviledges, and Advantage uſually enjoyed, 
with and ofright belonging co ſuch reſpective Offices 
in Pariſhes. And 
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And be it further Enacted by the Authoꝛity a- 
fo:eſaid, That that part of the old Parilh of Saint 
 Michans herein after particularly deſcribed, and con- 
taining the particular Streits, Lanes, Plates, 
and 1 herein after mentioned, ſhall from the 
ſaid Twentieth Day of November next, be the Pa- 
riſh of Saint Paul, and ſo fo2 ever hereafter be Cal- 
led. Deemed and Taken; That is to ſay, all thoſe 
the Houſes and Lands on the Wefft üde of Smith- 
field, and alſo an Alley there called Peter's-Alley on 
both lides, and croſs Channel-Row, the bꝛeadth of 
the ſaid Peter's-Alley, to the Counteſs Dowager of 
Drogheda's Houſe, excluding the ſaid Houſe, and 
from the ſaid Counteſs of Drogheda's Houſe Meſt⸗ 
ward and No2th-ward, as far as the Ancient 
2Sounds of the Parifh of Saint Michans do extend, 
and from the ſaid Weſt ſide of Smithfield, South- 
Waꝛd by the Glals⸗houſe, intluding the ſaid Glals⸗ 
houſe; as alſo the back Stables, and Arran's Key, 
to Mr. Thornton's Houſe, cxcluſively as far as the 
River Lift}, and thence allo Weſtward as far as 
the Bounds of the old Parilh reach. M 
And de it further Enacted, That all that parcel 
of Ground within the Par ſh of Saint Paul herein

And be it further Enacted by the Authoꝛity akoꝛe⸗ 
ſaid, that the dumm and Dumms ſo Apploted on 
the Inhabitants, Owners, and Occupters of ſuch 
Houſes, Lands and Tenements, accozding to ſuch 
pound rate, ſhall be paid vy Eight Quarterly pay- 
ments, in Two Pears next Enluing ſuch Applot- 
ment;the Firſt Quarterly payment to commence on 
the Twenty Ninth Day of September, which ſhall

preſt and Enacted, to be Charged upon ſuch Inha⸗ 
bitant, Owner, oꝛ Occupier of ſuch Boule oꝛ Houſes, 
Lands and Tenements, and ſhall be paid by ſuch 
perſon oꝛ perſons, on whom they ſhall be ſo charged 
reſpectively. 
Provided always, that no perſon oz perſons ſhall 
Act as Commiſſioner, oz  Alleſloz, in manner a= 
fozeſaid, befoze he o2 they (hall have taken an Path 
befoze the Lozd Mapoꝛ, oz Reco2der of the City of 
Dublin, foz the time being, who are hereby Autho- 
rized to Adminiſter the ſame, ILruly to Aſſeſs each 
Inhabitant, Owner, or Occupier of any Houſe or 
Houſes, Lands or Tenements, within the ſaid Pa⸗ 
riſhes ; and every of them according to the beſt of 
his, or their Skill, or Knowledg, without eaſing 
any perſon or perſons for Favour or Affection, or 
Charging any perſon through Hatred or Prejudice ; 


which ſaid Allſeſſoz s (all each of them be Tared and 
Alleſſed 
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Aſſeſled by themſelves, by the Majoꝛity of the Pa= 
riſhioners of the ſaid Old Pariſh of Saint Michan's, 
at an Aſſembly of them to be had fo2 that purpoſe, 
in the nature, and acco2ding to the courſe of their 
holding a Ueſtrp; and each of the ſaid Alleſlozs 
ſhall withdraw during the time of their reſpective 
Allellment, and not be preſent at the making of 
the ſame. | 
And be it further Enacted, That it ſhall, and 
may be lawful, to, and fo: the ſaid Chief Governour 
and Governours and Council of this Kingdom, fo?

think fit; and that the ſaid Collecto:s ſhall, and 
are hereby required, in caſe of neglect, o2 refuſal 
of any perſon oz perſons, to pay the Dumm Char- 
ged on him oꝛ them, to Levy the ſame by Marrant 
under the Hands and Seals of the laid Supervi⸗ 
kozs, 62 any five oz moze of them, by Diſtreſs and 
Sale of the Goods of ſuch Inhabitant, Owner, oz 
Occupier, fo refuling to pay the Summ oꝛ Summs 


ſo Alleſſed, oꝛ Applotted on him oꝛ them, rendring 
the Surplus to the Owner of ſuch Gods. 

And that the ſaid Superviſozs, oz any five oz 
moze of them, ſhall within Twelve Months afcer

perviſozs. ſhall alſo out of the Money to be Collected, 
as afo:cſaid, Have and Receive ſuch reward, as by 
the ſaid Commiſſioners, oꝛ any Seaventen of them 
{hail be D#med reaſonable, and ſhall alſo from 
time to time, make ſuch Nules, D ders and Di⸗ 
reſtions, foz, and towards the carrying on of the 
afozeſaid Buildings, and Wozks, as to them, oz 
the Majoꝛ part of them ſhall ſem meet and reaſ-nable. 

P20vided always, that if any perſon oz perſons, 
ſhall think him oz themſelves Agrieved, 92 J ju- 
red by the ſaid Commiſſioners. Alleſloꝛs, oꝛ Super⸗ 
viloꝛs: It ſhall, and may be lawful, to- and foz 
ſuch perlon and perſons, to make his and their 
Complaint to the Chief Governour ozGovernours, 
and Council of this Kingdom, fo: the time being, 
who are hereby Impowered to give ſuch Red:eſs 
and Relief, to the perfon and perſons ſa Complain- 
ing, as to them ſhall lem jult and reaſonable. _ 

And be it further Enacted by the Authoꝛ ty afoze- 
ſaid, That from, and after the ſaid Two Churches 
ſhall be Built and Finiched, as afozeſaid, and the 
ſaid Old Church of Saint Michans once Repaired, 
the Miniſter 02 Rectoz, and Parifhioners of each of 
the ſaid Pariſhes, fhall, and may Hold Ueſtries, 
and make By- Laws, Rules and Oꝛders, fo2 the Be 
gulation 
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gulation and Oꝛdering of their reſpective Pariſhes, 
Reparations of the ſaid Pariſh Churches from time 
to time, and all other matters incident to Pariſhes, 
accoding to courſe, and as any other Pariſhes, ok, 
and in the City of Dublin, oz elſewhere, may oꝛ can 
do, Which hall have the ſame, and no greater fo:ce

Pꝛovided always, That nothing in this Act con- 
tained, ſhall extend to bar oz Hinder the Reverend
